City and police officials are await- 
ing with interest on-what further ac- 
tion Tvill be taken after the conviction 
of Fred Vogel, who paid a fine of $25 
and costs in the municipal court for 
selling liquor on Sunday at the Dew 
Drop Inn in South Janesville.

Bosina Is Servian Ambition 


and Austrian Trouble/Maker 


Describing Bosnia, which has been 


a bone of contention in southeastern 
Europe for so many years, today's 
bulletin of the 
National 
Geographic 
says: 


"Bosnia has long Jieen an ambition 
cr Seryia s and an Austrian, thorn in 
her side. 
Serbs have filled'the Bos- 
r.ian villages and mines, and the Ser- 
v]ai! tongue is that spoken by most 
of the population. When the Bosnians, 
m, ] s' n- threw off the Turkish yoke, 
which had become so galling as to be 
unbearable, the Servians came to the 
a.id of their 
rebelling countrymen, 
and during the war there grew up an 
understanding between 
Servian .and 
Bosnian 
leaders that 
was to have 
brought the union of their respective 
territories with 
the accomplishment 
of Bosnian freedom from the Porte 
Russian joined the 
Balkan allies in 


3S7i, and the Basnians soon saw the 
objects of their revolution achieved. 
The reconstruction of the Balkans 
made imperative by the war was ef- 
fected by the Congress of Berlin in 
18(8. 
Servian 
leaders 
knew that 


their dream of a Greater Servia would 
never receive attention from 
repre- 
sentations o£ the Powers, but, never- 
theless, they were 
unprepared 
for 


the disposition c-f Bosnia 
and Herze- 
govina that was finally taken. For 
that matter, Servians 
were 
not the 
cnly interested parties caueht unpre- 
pared. The Servians 
were 
Utterly 
angered and made anxious by the act 
of the congres authorizing Austrian 
occupation and administration of the 
rebellious Turkish provinces. In the 
first place, Servian expansion into a 
rlcn and large territory was deflnltely 
blocked; in the second place, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian giant closed more tight- 
ly 
around 
Servian 
territory. 
Tnc 
name of 'Octopus of the Balkans' was 
coined at that time for application to 
the Dual Monarchy. 


'Bosnia is a land of wooded moun- 
tains and 
fertile valleys. There 
is 


very little unproductive land within 
Its confines, for what is not grain fruit 
or meadow cultivation, is pasture land 
and forest. 
Moreover, Bosnia is rich 
in minerals, which inc:ude coal, iron 
copper, chrome, manganese, cinnabar 
zinc and mercury. 
Gold 
and silver 
were worked among its mountains bv 
the Romans, and in those, davs it was 
celebrated for its richness %'n these 


precious metals. It has, also valuable 
salt mines and marble quarries. 
"This province, however, 
is chiefly 
agricultural. 
More than 90 per cent 


of the population is engaged in farm- 
ing the country according to the most 
antiquated of methods. 
Much of the 


fruitful land 
remains 
uncultivated. 
The chief European cereals and fruirs 
are raised. Tobacco 
is one of Bos- 


nia s best known products, and many 
discriminating smokers in all parts of 
the world insist upon the Bosnian 
ieaf. This tobacco, however, does not 
compare in richness with the product 
of American. Cuban or 
Australian 


fields. It has a pale relowish 
leaf, 
and has a spicy fragrance similar to 
that of burning autumn leaves. Drieu 
mums and tobacco are two important 
items of the export. The annual to- 
bacco crop amounts 
to more than 
3,000 tons. 


"The province has an area of 16,170 
square miles, 
and a 
population of 
nearly 2,000.000. 
This population is 
but little mixed.. There is a sprink- 
ling of Austrians 
and 
Hungarians, 
mostly officials: gypsies, Italians and 
Jews. 
The Jews speak Spanish and 
are the 
descendants 
of those who 
fled in the 16th century from Spain 
to escape the Inquisition. Serajeva, 
with about 46,000 inhabitants, is the 
capital of Bosnia. This town is filled 
with odd contrasts cf the past and 
present, of the institutions, customs 
and conveniences of a distant yester- 
day by the side of the railway station 
and the telegraph office. 
In "this re- 
spect, the city is typical of the c6un- 
try."
